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ll. SURAH HJR BRIEF COMMENTARY & BACK GROUND 


This Surah has 99 verses divided into 6 Rukus/Sections. This Surah was revealed in 
Mecca in a later stage of Prophet Muhammad preaching in Mecca when persecution 
had become severe. Its revelation period is almost the same as that of Surah Ibrahim. 
Its name comes from verse 80 where there is mention of the word “Hijr.” The 
majority of scholars believe this refers to the people of Thamud and the rocky region 
mentioned is the stone cities where Thamud used to live in the northern part of Arab.

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1. Introduction to surah al hijr: 
Surah Hijr is the unique surah in the grouping of three surahs.From its style it becomes 
obvious that it is an early Makki surah.One of the salient qualities (it is not the only quality) 
of Makkan Qur’an is that the Ayat are shorter and the rhyme scheme and rhythm of the 
surah moves much faster.One thing is to listen to the dars of these ayat and understand 
their meanings littleby little at least in translation but it is a completely different experience 
after that,once you have a comfortable relationship with the meaning, is to listen to 
therecitation. It is a very powerful experience because this is what is meant to 
beexperienced in,in recitation.
